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June  we  congratulated  our  newest 
class  of  alumni,  the  graduates  of  1997,  and  in 
August  we  welcomed  100  first  year  students  who  will 
graduate  in  the  year  2001.  If  we  forecast  the  future  based  on 
the  past,  these  new  students  will  encounter  profound  changes 
in  the  course  of  their  professional  lives  —  and  most  likely 
during  their  short  four  years  at  this  College. 

Important  changes  have  occurred  throughout  the  College 
this  past  year.  Dr.  Clinton  Wilson  '43  assumed  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  July.  He  succeeds  Dr.  Joseph 
Bickford  '65  who  had  served  as  chairman  for  six  years. 
Executive  staff  changes  at  the  College  saw  the  additions  of 
Dr.  Raymond  Dye,  Dean  of  Student  Affairs,  and  Mr.  Alden 
Keyser,  Vice  President  of  Business  and  Finance.  The  College 
has  begun  new  overseas  programs  in  Spain  and  France,  and 
successfully  concluded  its  program  in  Italy  which  serves  as  a 
fundamental  model  in  the  field  of  international  education. 
New  milestones  were  reached  in  the  advancement  of  our 
research  programs,  most  notably  the  awatd  of  a  multi-site 
clinical  ttial  grant  by  the  National  Eye  Institute  which 
will  support  the  investigation  of  the  relationship  between  the 
progression  of  myopia  and  the  wearing  of  progressive  addition 
lenses.  As  always,  curriculum  enhancements  have  been  recently 
introduced.  Beginning  with  last  year's  entering  class,  the  fourth 
year  of  instruction  will  be  1 2  months  of  full-time  clinical  study. 
Also,  alumni  and  corporate  giving  has  reached  unprecedented 
levels.  The  College's  centennial  campaign,  2000  In  Sight,  has 
reached  the  $5  million  mark  in  gifts  and  pledges.  Upgrading 
of  College  facilities  continues.  Occupancy  of  5,000  squate  feet 
of  new  space  at  the  New  England  Eye  Institute  occurred  in 
August,  research  space  has  been  expanded  at  the  Beacon  Stteet 
campus,  and  this  fall  we  will  begin  construction  of  a  new 
library  facility  scheduled  to  be  completed  next  summer. 

As  I  welcome  the  newest  class  of  future  alumni,  I  am 
always  curious  as  which  will  emerge  as  furure  leaders  of  our 
profession.  Many  will.  I  believe  that  in  some  way  the  dynamic 
environment  which  defines  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  serves  to  instill  within  our  students  the  courage 
ro  seek  and  undertake  the  risks  associated  with  change. 

Finally,  in  the  vein  of  leadership,  let's  not  forget  to  recog- 
nize the  Massachusetts  Society  of  Optometrists  and  its  leaders 
who  deserve  endless  recognition  for  their  many  years  of  detet- 
mined  effort  which  ultimately  led  to  the  successful  passage 
of  Massachusetts  new  therapeutic  drug  law.  Congratulations 
on  a  job  well  done. 
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elcome  to  our  newest  alumni  members,  the  Class 
of  1997  —  the  first  class  to  enter  the  profession  of  optometry 
with  all  50  states  having  therapeutic  licensure!  Massachusetts 
has  at  long  last  triumphed,  leaving  only  Washington,  D.C., 
to  achieve  the  privilege  of  using  therapeutic  drugs.  Finally, 
the  diligence  and  perseverance  of  many  individuals  on  many 
different  fronts  has  paid  off.  The  combined  effort  of  numerous 
individuals  for  our  mutual  benefit  demonstrates  the  importance 
of  organizations  such  as  the  Alumni  Association  that  unite  us 
to  work  as  a  group. 

As  I  listened  to  the  speeches  on  graduation  day  and  greeted 
the  new  graduates  and  their  families,  it  reminded  me  of  why 
I  chose  to  become  an  optometrist  —  their  glow  overshadowed 
the  spectet  of  practicing  in  an  era  of  managed  care  with  all 
its  attendant  challenges.  Their  new  energy  and  talent  will 
augment  our  ranks  and  help  to  create  an  environment  that 
recognizes  optometrists  as  full  fledged  members  of  the  health 
care  team  with  something  unique  to  offer  our  patients.

China's  National  Optometry  Research 
Center  Holds  Second  International 
Advisory  Board  Meeting 

In  April  three  staff  members  from  the  College  attended  the 
Second  International  Board  Meeting  for  the  National 
Optometry  Research  Center  in  the  People's  Republic  of 
China.  Dr.  Larry  Clausen,  President,  co-chaired  the  meet- 
ing and  was  joined  by  Dr.  David  Heath  '83,  Dean  of 
Academic  Affairs,  and  Professor  Guang-Ji  Wang  '92.  Over 
45  optometric  professionals  from  around  the  world  gathered 
at  the  meeting  which  was  organized  by  China's  Ministry  of 
Public  Health  and  sponsored  by  Johnson  &  Johnson,  Bausch 
&  Lomb,  and  CIBA  Vision. 

As  part  of  the  activities,  Dr.  Clausen  spoke  at  the 
Foundation  Stone  Ceremony,  which  broke  ground  for  a  new 
optometry  hospital  at  the  Wenzhou  Medical  College,  the 
"twin  college"  of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry. 
Dr.  Clausen  applauded  the  progress  that  China  has  made  in

optometric  education  and  renewed  his  pledge  of  support  to 
the  College's  sister  institution. 

"Optometry  is  evolving  as  the  primary  eye  care  specialty 
in  China  within  the  broader  framework  of  medicine.  This 
unique  arrangement  has  global  implications,"  said  Dr.  Larry 
Clausen  who  went  on  to  say  that  the  meeting  was  an  "extra- 
ordinary success."  Dr.  David  Heath  agreed.  "A  strong  foun- 
dation for  increasing  access  to  eye  care  by  the  people  of 
China  has  been  established.  It  is  less  a  question  of  if  or  how, 
rather  it's  now  a  question  of  how  fast." 

As  a  result  of  the  board  meeting,  an  agreement  was 
reached  to  form  an  association  of  programs  among  four  of 
China's  medical  schools:  Wenzhou  Medical  College;  Sun  Yat- 
Sen  Eye  Center;  Tianjin  Medical  School;  and  Western  China 
University  of  Medical  Sciences. 

International  Education:  Argentina 

In  April  1997,  Dr.  Bina  Patel  was  invited  to  lecture, 
evaluate  the  curriculum,  and  attend  the  graduation 
ceremony  at  the  Escuela  Superior  de  Optometria  (CEPEC) 
in  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina.  This  is  the  only  officially 
recognized  optometry  college  in  Argentina,  a  country  where 
there  are  4,000  ophthalmologists,  90  optometrists,  and 
approximately  3,500  opticians.  Dr.  Patel,  in  addition  to 
submitting  her  recommendations  to  CEPEC  administration, 
has  passed  along  her  findings  to  colleagues  at  the  College  for 
future  contacts  with  this  young,  but  impressive,  effort 
underway  in  Argentina.

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Transitional  Library 

The  library  renovation  project  leapt  from  its  planning 
stage  into  action  when  the  College  library  moved  from  its 
420  Beacon  Street  location  into  its  temporary  location,  the 
former  dormitory,  at  418  Beacon  Street  this  summer.

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  and  the  Centro 
Boston  de  Optometria  y  Oftalmologia  in  Madrid,  Spain,  are 
offering  a  collaborative  program  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  Optometry  (B.S.  Opt.),  the  degree  most  recognized 
outside  North  America.

The  Centro  Boston  is  direct- 
ed by  Dr.  Fernando  Hidalgo  Cruz,  a  1987  graduate.

The  Study  Group,  sponsored  by  the  American  Academy 
of  Optometry's  Research  Committee  and  the  American 
Optometric  Association's  Council  on  Research,  was  formed 
at  the  1994  Clinical  Research  Institute. 

The  Group's  NEI  planning  grant  will  support  the 
development  and  refinement  of  procedures  for  a  multi- 
center/multi-year  clinical  study  of  screening  tests  to  identify 
three-year  old  children  in  need  of  vision  care  for  amblyopia, 
strabismus,  and  significant  refractive  error. 

As  vision  disorders  are  the  fourth  most  common  dis- 
ability in  the  United  States  and  the  most  prevalent  handicap- 
ping condition  in  childhood,  the  primary  goal  of  the  project 
is  to  develop  an  effective  and  efficient  screening  procedure  to 
identify  three-year  old  children  at  risk  for  the  prevalent  and 
significant  vision  problems  affecting  young  children.

Since  earning  his  Doctor  of  Optometry 
degree  from  the  Chicago  College  of 
Optometry  in  1951,  Dr.  Streff  has 
served  the  public  both  in  private 
practice  and  in  various  clinical  and 
educational  settings.  During  his  career, 
he  has  held  notable  staff  positions  at 
the  Gessell  Institute  of  Child 
Development,  the  s.a.  NOEL  Center, 
and  the  Clifton  Head  Trauma  Center. 

As  a  researcher,  Dr.  Streff  has 
pioneered  new  developments,  and  has 
published  widely.  His  research  with 
children  has  led  to  dramatic  correla- 
tions between  vision  and  academic  per- 
formance, as  well  as  the  identification 
and  description  of  the  juvenile  func- 
tional bilateral  amblyopia  syndrome 
now  known  as  "The  Streff  Syndrome." 
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Dr.  Streff  has  also  earned  a  noted 
reputation  as  an  educator.

The  fellows  develop 
and  carry  out  a  health  related  service 
project  with  an  area  agency  that  assists 
underserved  populations  in  the  Boston 
metropolitan  area.  The  Fellowship 
Program  was  inspired  by  Dr.  Albert 
Schweitzer. 

Over  the  course  of  the  year, 
Lorie  will  set  up  eye  clinics  at  Boston 
area  shelters  for  the  homeless  where 
optometrists  and  students  can  conduct 
eye  examinations  and  provide  glasses. 

Each  fellow  creates  and  imple- 
ments a  community  service  project 
with  a  local  agency  in  collaboration 
with  a  mentor  at  their  site  and  a  faculty 
advisor  at  their  school.  The  project  is 
designed  to  help  meet  the  health  care 
needs  of  an  underserved  community. 
In  turn,  the  fellows  receive  a  $2,000 
stipend  in  recognition  of  their  work. 

In  1991  the  Albert  Schweitzer

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First-ever  Census  of  Optometrists 
Under  Way 

"The  1997  Census  of  Optometry,"  the  first  complete 
survey  of  all  licensed  optometrists  in  America,  began  in 
March  1997  with  the  mailing  of  questionnaires  to  thousands 
of  practitioners. 

The  census  is  part  of  the  AOA  Eye  Care  Workforce 
Project,  the  most  detailed  and  comprehensive  analysis  of 
American  eye  and  vision  care  ever  undertaken,  according 
to  Barry  J.  Barresi  77,  O.D.,  Ph.D.,  project  chair. 

"This  has  never  been  done  before,"  Dr.  Barresi  said. 
AOA  has  conducted  a  number  of  surveys  of  its  member 
optometrists  in  the  past.  However,  there  has  never  been  a 
survey  of  every  licensed  optomettist  in  the  nation,  he  said. 

The  AOA  project  team  is  urging  ptactitioners  to  com- 
plete the  forms  as  soon  as  possible  so  the  computation  of 
survey  data  can  begin.  "The  questionnaire  contains  questions 
on  practice  characteristics,  workload  and  employment 
arrangements.  The  survey  takes  about  ten  minutes  to
